Dispute Between 
Teamsters and 
Engineers Ends 


An American Federation of La- 
bor committee handed down a de- 
cision this week intended to settle 
a long-standing jurisdictional dis- 
pute between the _ international 
union of operating engineers and 
the international brotherhood of 
teamsters.

2—All power-driven equipment 
used on any and all types of build- 
ing and other construction work, 
including any and all power-driven 
equipment that has been in dispute 
between the teamsters and engi- 
neers, comes within the jurisdic- 
tion of the international union of 
operating engineers,

Employment in October 
Shows Increase, Labor 
Commissioner Reports 


October employment in Califor- 
nia factories, excluding fruit and 
vegetable canneries, increased 5.2 
per cent over September, 1939, ac- 
cording to a special spot check 
just made by M. I. Gershenson, 
principal statistician of the divi- 
sion of labor statistics, in a report 
to H. C, Carrasco, state labor com- 
missioner. 

“This increase which was based 
upon returns from 1,457 manufac- 
turing establishments, is consider- 
ably greater than the usual sea- 
sonal increase for this time of the | 
year,” said Gershenson. 

The special survey undertaken at 
the request of the U. S. department 
of labor, included a check of ten 
industries which might be consid-| 
ered as possibly affected by war | 
conditions. Eight of these indus- 
tries reported more employes than | 
a year ago. These were automo- 
biles, electric machinery, steel, pe-|

troleum refining, shipbuilding, 
slaughtering, wool products manu- | 
facturing, and aircraft. Cotton 
and cane sugar refining | 
decreases in employment 
from October, 1938. 

The number of workers in air- 
craft plants increased 6.8 per cent 
between September and October, | 
bringing the level of employment 
to 76 per cent above October of last | 
year. The ten industries combined 
showed an average increase of 30 
per cent in the number of em- 
ployes compared with year ago 
and 614 per cent from September.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


A new trust-busting crusade is under way in this country. In Teddy 
Roosevelt's days the government started to shake the big stick at cor- 
porations, This time the department of justice is cracking down on 
labor unions. 

When the Clayton act was adopted and hailed by Samuel Gompers as 
the “magna charta’” of labor, the accepted belief was that this new law 
| specifically exempted labor unions from being considered trusts, or com- 
binations in restraint of trade. However, with the passage of time, new 
|interpretations have been placed on the law and the government is now 
proceeding on the theory that unions can be prosecuted under the anti- 
|trust acts, 
| Therefore, labor is faced with an extremely serious problem today. It 
}is a problem that threatens its future existence. 

For labor unions are combinations of men and women for the definite 
and express purpose of maintaining and increasing wages, lowering 
hours and bettering conditions of employment for themselves and other 
workers. Those are the reasons for the existence of labor unions. If it 
can be charged that such activities of labor unions are in restraint of 
trade and in violation of the law, the unions can promptly be put out of 
existence. 

The question now is whether our government is going to try to emu- 
late Stalin and Hitler and attempt to wipe out free and independent 
|labor unions through the medium of laws enacted to curb big business 
trusts. 

SEEK THE REAL CAUSES 

What is the purpose behind this new anti-union drive? Presumably 
struction. The first theory is that revival of the building industry would 
|spur industrial recovery as a whole and promote general prosperity. 
The second theory is that high construction 
costs have retarded building activity and made it impossible for millions 
|of families who need new homes to purchase them. There may be a 
good deal of truth to this theory also. The third assumption is that the 
| building trades unions have maintained such artificially high wage rates 
|that building costs cannot be lowered. This is just plain ridiculous 
nonsense. 

In addressing the recent convention of the American Federation of 
4zabor on this subject, Joseph A. Padway, counsel for the federation, 
exclaimed “God deliver us from college professors.” 

We have a deep respect for college professors—in the classroom. But 
some of them have very little practical knowledge of experience and 
when they are suddenly propelled out of the classroom into high admin- 
istrative office they are lost. They don’t understand. They are out of 
touch. They need to take lessons themselves in the school of practical 
experience. 

A LESSON FOR THE PROFESSORS 

So we feel tempted to deliver a lecture to the professors who appear 
to be responsible for this unjustified and baseless attack on labor unions 
in the construction field. 

In the first place, dear children, why don’t you study the industry 
itself. The building industry is a sick industry. Those engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of building supplies should be included in the 
inquiry. So should the entire contracting system. And don’t forget the 
matter of real estate financing. 

You see, it is not the cost of labor that make construction too expen- 
sive for American pocketbooks. It is the artificially inflated cost of 
materials. It is the inflated cost of land. And it is the heavy but unpro- 
ductive cost of financing. 

Why is it so difficult to induce private capital to invest in building 

today? Why was it thought necessary for the government to establish 
the federal housing administration to guarantee loans for construction? 
Because private capital got so badly burned in the last building boom. 
The entire construction industry is still feeling the effects of that orgy 
of frenzied finance. There used to be a slogan—“once a sucker, always 
a sucker.” But the people who put their savings into so-called gilt-edged 
| mortgage bonds, only to be squeezed out at the first pinch, are not 
| anxious to invest their money in a sink again. 
We urge those responsible for the present anti-union drive to look into 
; these matters. And may we also call to their attention the fact that if | 
they succeed in cutting the wages of the building workers—and, broth- 
ers, that’s quite a job for any college professor—they will only succeed 
in killing the market for the homes they hope will be built.

Machinists’ Pacts 
Pay Big Dividends 


Wage Increases as High 
As 40 Cents an Hour 
Feature Wage Agreements 


A lesson in the benefits of union- 
ism that is hard to beat was pre- 
sented this week by the interna- 
tional association of machinists. 
Iocal lodges of the union signed 
agreements with 40 employers in 
all parts of the country, and 37 of 
these yielded increases in pay. 

One of the most striking of the 
union’s advances was chalked up 
in Sacramento. There the union or- 
ganized mechanics of nine automo- 
bile dealers and garage firms and 
then “talked turkey” with the em- 
ployers. The result was pay boosts 
of as much as 40 cents hourly and 
a slash in the work week from 56 
to 44 hours. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, and Sioux City, 
Iowa, came through with 100 per 
cent records in negotiations for 
higher wages. 

In the Ohio city, the machinists 
won fatter pay envelopes at the 
Gruen Watch Case company, Auto 
Sun Products, L. T, Patterson com- 
pany, Fox company and the Cor- 
coran-Brown Lamp firm. 

At Sioux City the union hiked 
wages for employes of the Hold- 
croft Transportation company, 
Dougherty Storage and Van com- 


pany, Krall Brothers, J. and A. 
Buick garage and Continental 
Baking company. 


In Philadelphia machinists’ wages 
were upped $2.50 a week at Gimbel 
Brothers’ department store, while 
at the George A. Hormel company 
garage in St. Paul working hours 
of mechanics were slashed the rec- 
ord amount of 16 hours (from 56 
to 40) and weekly scales were kept 
at $35.

Uncle Sam to Continue 
War on Doctors’ Trust 


Uncle Sam this week lost a round 
in his battle with the 
trust. The United States supreme 


court refused to review a decision 
of the District of Columbia district 
court dismissing the government’s 
anti-trust case against the Amer- 
ican Medical association on the 
ground that physicians are engaged 
in a profession and not a trade. 
“The action of the supreme 
court,” the department of justice 
commented, “has no bearing what- 
ever on the merits of the case. The 
court has simply followed prece- 
dent in refusing to take jurisdic- 
tion under such circumstances.” 


The government’s determination 
to attack the American Medical 
association on anti-trust charges 
grew out of an effort of govern- 
ment employes to form a health 
co-operative. 

The A. M. A. flew into a rage, 
blacklisted doctors who worked 
with the co-operative and threat- 
ened to boycott hospitals which 
admitted its members as patients.

Officials of the New Jersey la- 
bor department estimated that at 
least 100,000 working men and 
women in the state gained bene- 
fits from the increase in minimum 
hourly wage rates to 30 cents and 
the reduction in the lengtn of the 
work week to 42 hours which went 
into effect October 24 under the 
federal wage and hour act.

Slavery of the People Under Hitlerism

Some of the notorious methods by which Hitler’s nazi gov- 
ernment imposes virtual slavery on the German people were | 


forcefully described by Gerhardt H. Seger, a former member of 
the German reichstag and now representing the German labor 
delegation in the United States, in an address before the annual 
convention of the American Federation of Labor at Cincinnati. 


According to Mr. Seger, German citizens are arrested and 
imprisoned without trial, and strikes are outlawed, with jail 
terms for workers who take part in them. 


“We have in Germany today,” Mr. Seger said, “an institu- 
tion which, by a rather disguising term, is called ‘Protective 
Custody.’ It means, according to the law by which this institu- 
tion was inaugurated six years ago, that anybody can be ar- 
rested any time and kept in prison any length of time, without 
having done anything, without any trial, without any charge, | 
without any indictment, without any legal or judicial procedure | 
whatsoever, if the secret police force or the dictating nazi party | 
officials suspects the person involved, feels that he or she might | 
do something in the future which might be dangerous to the 
state, to the dictatorship. That means you are just taken away 
and you can rot in any of these 52 concentration camps through- 
out Germany—and that has been the case with many trade | 
union officials of former times. 


“That means, of course, that the whole population, including 
labor, is kept in constant terror.” 


Pointing out that in Germany today the “ringing of the door- 
bell may mean the secret political police to take you away, you 
don’t know where, you don’t know why, and you don’t know 
for how long,” Mr. Seger continued: 


“And so on the basis of this general terror a special terror | 
was organized against what was formerly organized labor. Let 
me describe for you the situation of labor in Germany today. 
Organizing a strike is punishable with capital punishment. Par- 
ticipating in a strike is punishable by at least ten years in the | 
penitentiary. It is punishable to bargain collectively. It is 
punishable with three months in jail if someone goes individually 
to his employer and asks for a raise.”

MISS PERKINS FIXES 
ARMS WORKERS’ WAGES 


Hourly Rates, Established by 
Authority of Walsh-Healey Act, 
Range from 4214 to 57144 Cents 


Acting under authority of the 
Walsh-Healey public contracts act, 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins fixed minimum wage scales 
for workers employed by manu- 
facturers supplying the armed 
forces of the United States with 
small arms ammunitions and parts, 
explosives and munitions. The 
schedule of wages follows: 

Forty-two and one-half cents an 
hour, or $17 per week of 40 hours, 
in the manufacture of ammunition 
and parts for small arms and air- 
craft engine starters. 

Forty-seven and one-half cents 
an hour, or $19 per 40-hour week, 
in the fabrication of blasting and 
detonating caps. 

Fifty-seven and one-half cents an 
hour, or $23 per 40-hour week, in 
the manufacture of explosives, in- 
cluding dynamite, nitro-glycerine, 
black blasting powder, pellet and 
fuse powder and smokeless gun 
powder. 


Electrical Workers Wis 
Ask “No” Vote on 
Proposition No. 1 


Denouncing the Ham and Eggs 
amendment as “definitely anti-la- 
bor” the California state electrical 
workers’ association, representing 
more than 16,000 members of the 
international brotherhood of elec- 
trical workers in locals throughout 
the state, affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, passed 
resolutions at the conclusion of its 
recent annual convention in Oak- 
land, calling upon members to vote 
against Proposition No. 1, and to 
influence relatives, friends and ac- 
quaintances to do likewise. 


After quoting the section of the 
act which provides that “no ca- 
pacity to produce goods, services, 
conveniences, or comforts shall be 
curtailed, limited, or rendered non- 
productive by any means whatever 

-’and that “any such curtail- 
ment—is in violation of the public 
interest,” the resolution states: 


“From the opinion of attorneys 
in California who have gone over 
the act carefully, it appears to be 
definitely anti-labor. Factually it 
is equally dangerous and more 
damaging to organized labor than 
Proposition No, 1 was in 1938. 


“Therefore, Be it Resolved, That 
the association recommends to its 
membership throughout the state 
that they go to the polls and vote 
against Ham and Eggs, so-called, 
on November 7, and that they en- 
deavor to influence their relatives, 
friends and acquaintances to do 
likewise.”

Apparel Trade Wage 
Hearing Postponed 


The wage and hour division of 
the department of labor announced 
the postponement of the public 
hearing on the wage recommenda- 
tions for the apparel industry to 
November 13.

The industry in- 
cludes 12,500 establishments em- 
ploying 650,000 workers with pro- 
duction in 1937 valued at $2,700,- 
000,000.
